Will the iPad 
kill off print?

Remember how Apple shattered the mu- 
sic business? Publishers do too-and they 
don’t want it happening to them. 

Since Apple rolled out its iPod music 
player a decade ago, album sales dropped 
by more than half, record stores around 
the nation were shuttered and Apple’s 
iTunes online store became the nation’s 
top music retailer. 

Now the Cupertino, Calif., company is 
taking on the publishing industry with a 
set of new rules governing how digital 
publications will be sold on its iPad and 
iPhone devices. Among them, Apple will 
take a 30 percent cut. 

“If you’re a print publisher, whether it’s 
books, magazines or newspapers, you’ve 
seen what Apple did to the music indus- 
try-they decimated it,” said Porter Bibb, a 
consultant at Mediatech Capital Partners 
and the first publisher of Rolling Stone 
magazine. “Apple owns the music industry 
now, and publishers are loath to have that 
happen to them.” 

But as consumer demand grows for 
e-books and new electronic versions of 
newspapers and magazines, Apple’s iPad 
remains the only popular device for read- 
ing all three-and publishers are finding 
that their options are limited. 

Apple has sold nearly 15 million iPads 
since the product’s release in April, and 
the device now accounts for close to 
90 percent of all tablets shipped world- 
wide, according market research firm I DC. 

Amazon.com’s Kindle e-reader is aimed 
more closely at books than digital news 
and magazines, and Google-powered 
Android tablets have not gained the trac- 
tion with consumers that could present 
publishers with a clear alternative. 

“If you look out over the coming several 
months, there’s probably nowhere else 
[besides iPad] for those content producers 
to go,” said Yair Reiner, an Apple analyst at 
Oppenheimer & Co. V

Bankruptcy bomb 

Borders to shut several Chicago stores as it struggles to stay afloat 


Chicago Tribune 

Borders Group Inc. plans to close almost half of its 
stores in the Chicago area as part of its proposed Chap- 
ter II bankruptcy protection, according to a Wednes- 
day filing in U.S. Bankruptcy Court in Newlfork. 

According to the Borders website, the bookseller 
has about 30 stores in Chicago and its suburbs, includ- 
ing a few Indiana locations. 

In Chicago, five of eight stores will close, includ- 
ing the one at North Avenue and Halsted Street, as 
well as those in Lincoln Park, Uptown, Lincoln Village 
and Beverly The Hyde Park store is in the process of 
closing and wiU shut its doors March 7. This means 
the only Borders superstore left in the city will be in 
the Loop. A Waldenbooks in Citicorp Center will re- 
main open. The Borders on Michigan Avenue closed 
in January 

Borders stores in Evanston, Mount Prospect, Deer- 
field, Bolingbrook, St. Charles, Crystal Lake, McHen- 
ry, DeKalb and Matteson also are slated for closure. 
Outside of Illinois, locations in Merrillville, Ind., and 
Fox Point, Wis., will close. 


The Borders store in Norridge did not appear on 
the list filed with the Bankruptcy Court, but was in- 
cluded on a closure list posted online by the company. 
A Borders spokesperson was not immediately avail- 
able to explain the discrepancy 

Borders has a full-time work force of 6,100 people 
and operates 508 superstores, as well as the Walden- 
books chain. The company said it was planning to 
close about 30 percent of its total stores in the next 
several weeks. 

The chain faces questions about its longer term sur- 
vival in the face of competition from larger rival Barnes 
& Noble Inc, discounters such as Wal-Mart and Cost- 
co, as well as amazonxom and Apple in electronic 
books. Borders President Mike Edward said his chain 
“does not have the capital resources it needs to be a vi- 
able competitor.” He said the bankruptcy was essential 
to restructure its debt and stiU operate. 

All 200 closings will be superstores, and about 6,000 
jobs will be affected, the company said. It has the op- 
tion of closing up to 275 in all, according to court docu- 
ments.

Hit a pothole and got a flat tire? 

The good news is that you can ask the city to help 
you pay for it. The bad news: It may take a year for 
the city to cut you a check. Of the claims that have 
been settled, the city has paid Chicagoans more 
than $500,000 during the past fewyears. 

Chicago is in the midst of pothole season with 
February at the center of the winter peak. City of- 
flcials told the Tribune this week they expect to see a 
rise in the number of potholes as daytime tempera- 
tures rise, setting off a freeze-thaw cycle that can 
lead to the craters. 

While the city has settled from 50 percent to 
nearly 70 percent of small claims filed for potholes 
in the past few years, there’s no guarantee your 
claim wiU be approved. Claims can be rejected for 
a number of reasons. Don’t expect a check if the lo- 
cation of the pothole is outside the city’s limits or 
on a roadway not maintained by the city said Donal 
Quinlan, media liaison for the City Council’s Com- 
mittee on Finance, which determines settlements. 

The city also can reject claims if they are filed 
more than a year after an incident or if the claim can’t 
be verified. Any claim seeking more than $2,500 in 
damages is referred to the city’s Law Department. 

Red tape contributes to the sometimes yearlong 
delay residents can experience after filing a claim. 
The city clerk sends claims to the City Council, 
which forwards them to the finance committee. 
The claims then have to be evaluated. More infor- 
mation may be requested, adding on time to get the 
claims settled. Then the 


settlement has to go back to the City Council be- 
fore a check is mailed. 

2008 was a record year for pothole claims with nine 
times the typical volume of claims submitted for strik- 
ing a pothole, according to the Committee on Finance. 

The city approved 69 percent of the 4,447 claims 
filed for 2008, as shown by data provided last month 
by the finance committee. The rest were denied, 
incomplete or still under investigation. The settle- 
ment tally: $547,740. 

The following year, the number of claims 
dropped; also, fewer claims were approved by the 
city Only 3,290 pothole claims were filed in 2009 
and a little more than half were approved. The grand 
total in settlements was $110,837. 

No claim figures are available for 2010 because 
drivers have a year to file a claim. 

So far, this winter has not been as bad as the win- 
ters of 2007-08 and 2008-09, which were the worst 
in recent memory said Brian Steele, spokesman for 
the city’s Department of Transportation. For exam- 
ple, about 21,000 potholes were filled in December 
2010, less than the 26,000 filled in December 2009, 
he said. 

Steele offered two reasons behind the drop in 
number of potholes. One is that the city has resur- 
faced dozens of miles of streets during the past two 
years. This winter also had fewer freeze-thaw cycles. 
That could change, however, with rising daytime 
temperatures this week. 

When potholes do pop up, how many crews work 
to fill them and how soon do they patch them? Red- 
Eye navigates the minefield of pothole-related ques- 
tions.

How many crews are dedicated 
to filling potholes? 

Crews work seven days a week. On weekdays, 
there are 17 to 20 crews. Weekends have three to 
four crews. There is one overnight crew. Usually 
four people are on a crew: a foreman, two shovel- 
ers and a worker who rakes over the asphalt and 
presses it in place. Larger crews working on main 
streets also can include a roller with a driver and a 
blocker vehicle. 

Once reported, how quickly 
are potholes filled? 

At the start and end of winter, it can take three to six 
days to get a pothole filled. In the heart of winter, es- 
pecially January through March, response times are 
longer because of the high volume of calls. 

Chicagoans are encouraged to call 311 to report 
potholes. The city uses 311 reports to generate 
maps where repairs are needed. This enables crews 
to travel efficiently and fill as many potholes as pos- 
sible. For example, when crews arrive onsite to fill a 
pothole, they will fill others on the block as well. 

The city prioritizes main streets that carry heavy 
traffic over residential streets, and locations where 
it received reports of vehicle damage. 


What causes 
a pothole? 

Water from snow or rain 
seeps into small cracks 
in the pavement. The 
water expands when it 
freezes and contracts 
when it thaws. The flex- 
ing of the pavement 
combined with traffic 
leads to potholes.

In attempting to get hearsay 
statements admitted in Drew Pe- 
terson’s murder case, Will Coun- 
ty prosecutors on ^J^dnesday 
found themselves arguing against 
the very law they helped create. 

Saddled with a botched poHce 
investigation several years ago, 
State’s Attorney James Glasgow 
had pushed for a state statute 
that wotxld allow hearsay state- 
ments against Peterson at trial. 
Dubbed Drew’s Law by legal ex- 
perts and legislators, he hailed 
the bill’s passage as a way of let- 
ting Peterson’s third and fourth 
wives speak from the grave. 

Glasgow acknowledged the 
strange turn as he asked the 
Third District Appellate Court 
to ignore his statute in favor of 
the less-restrictive common law 
standard. 

“Ironically, I’m in a unique 
position here,” he told the three- 
member panel. “I wrote the stat- 
ute.” 

Peterson’s defense team lik- 
ened the move to changing the 
rules in the middle of a game. 

“They went out and wrote 
the law,” defense attorney Steve 
Greenberg said. “Now they want 
to apply a different standard.” 

The proceedings— which were 
televised live, a first in state his- 
tory-focused on prosecutors’ 
desire to admit several hearsay 
statements at trial under the dif- 
ferent standard. 

Peterson, 57, is charged with 
killing his third wife, Kathleen 
Savio, who was found dead in a 
dry bathtub in 2004. Officials 
initially ruled the death an acci- 
dental drowning, but authorities 
reopened the case after Peter- 
son’s fourth wife, Stacy vanished 
in October 2007. He remains a 
suspect in her disappearance but 
has not been charged. 

Peterson, who has a history 
of mugging for cameras, did not 
attend the hearing; defendants 
typically do not in such appeals. 
He remains in Will County Jail on 
$20 million bail.

Lakefront makeover?

Chicago would take a major step toward easing 
one of the worst choke points on its lakefront 
trail if, as expected, the city’s Plan Commission 
on Thursday approves construction of a mod- 
ernistic overpass that would sweep across the 
Chicago River. 

The project, called the Navy Pier Flyover, 
is designed to fix a long-standing trail bottle- 
neck that crams pedestrians, cyclists and in- 
line skaters onto the lower level of the Lake 
Shore Drive Bridge over the river. North of 
the bridge, trail users are forced to jockey for 
space with cars at Illinois and Grand avenues, 
leading to honking horns and worse. 

“This section is without question one of the 
most heavily used on the lakefront path,” said 
Brian Steele, a spokesman for the Chicago De- 
partment of Transportation. The city’s aims, 
he said, are to improve safety and traffic flow 
—and to build something that’s more than a

The flyover would extend from land south 
of the Chicago River to Jane Addams Memo- 
rial Park on the north.

Sloping, stand-alone viaducts would lead to 
the overpass. A spur would run east to Navy 
Pier, the state’s most visited tourist attraction. 

Portions of the overpass would run through 
two of the Lake Shore Drive Bridge’s Art Deco 
bridge tender houses, Steele said. Because of 
that, city officials are submitting the design to 
the Illinois State Historic Preservation Agency 
for review, he said. 

About $34 milHon in federal and state funds 
have been secured for the project, which has an 
estimated construction cost of $40 million to 
$45 million, Steele said. Ideally, construction 
would start on the project’s north segment in 
the first half of 2012, he said.

Feds fight ‘bath saif drugs 


NEW YORK The “bath salts” arrive in 
quarter-size plastic containers show- 
ing a sun lingering over a blue horizon 
and the promise “to energize your mind, 
body & soul.” But they’re not bath salts — 
they’re dangerous synthetic stimulants 
that look like cocaine, with similar effects. 

When inhaled or ingested, the white 
powder can cause paranoia, hallucinations, 
convulsions and psychotic episodes. 

Poison control centers around the coun- 
try are reporting an uptick in calls about 
“bath salts.” And according to authorities, 
people have ended up at emergency rooms 
and in psychiatric wards after taking the 


WHAT DOES DRUG DO? 

MDPV blocks the neurotransmitter 
chemical dopamine from being reab- 
sorbed into the brain. When it’s used 
over the long term, the brain stops 
manufacturing dopamine, which affects 
a person’s ability to feel pleasure. 

“That consequently turns into para- 
noia, anxiety and can be very danger- 
ous,’’ said Special Agent Gary Boggs of 
the Drug Enforcement Administration.

Sold at tobacco shops, gas stations and 
head shops, the drug also can be bought on 
the Internet. 

“With drugs like these, there’s no back 
street alleyway where you’re meeting your 
drug dealer,” Boggs said. “You Googled 
your drug dealer and got it delivered to 
your own home with a credit card.”

HAWKS COACH MISSES GAME WITH UNDISCLOSED HEALTH CONCERN

In a season full of trials and tribulations on 
the ice, the Blackhawks were hit with shock- 
ing news off it when coach Joel Quenneville 
was hospitalized Wednesday morning for un- 
disclosed reasons. 

“Joel presented severe discomfort late 
{Tuesday} night at his home in suburban 
Chicago,” team physician Michael Terry said 
Wednesday morning in a statement. “He 
went to the emergency room and was admit- 
ted early {Wednesday}. He is currently in 
stable condition and is being treated for an 
undisclosed health concern, not of cardiac 
nature.” 

There was no further update from the 
team on the condition of Quenneville, 52, 
throughout Wednesday, and he did not 
coach the Hawks as they took on the Wild at 
the United Center. 

Currently in his third season with the 
Hawks, Quenneville appeared fine during 
practice Tuesday but was not on the ice for 
the team’s morning skate Wednesday when 


the announcement came that he was hos- 
pitalized. Assistant coach Mike Haviland 
guided the team against the Wild in Quenn- 
eville’s absence. 

“We want him to get a speedy recovery 
and get back coaching again,” Haviland said 
after Wednesday’s morning skate. ‘All our 
thoughts for sure are with him and his wife 
and his kids. Guys were pretty upbeat on the 
ice and asked a lot of questions, but we cer- 
tainly don’t have a lot of answers right now” 

In a subdued dressing room after practice. 
Hawks players tried to put the news aside 
and focus on a game that had large ramifi- 
cations in the Western Conference playoff 
race. 

“Our thoughts are with Joel and his family 
and hopefuUy we get him back soon,” veteran 
defenseman Brent Seabrook said before the 
game. “It’s tough to put in the back of your 
mind but the way ‘Q’ would want it is just to 
focus on the game. We’re confident ‘Q’ is in 
good hands and is being taken care of by the 
best doctors.”

Without their leader, the Blackhawks 
faced the Minnesota Wild on Wednesday 
night in a key Western Conference 
showdown.

Home, home on the range with newest bar 
from the team behind The Pony, Lotties Pub

Struggling to find a spot in the city to 
satisfy your craving for a wild boar chop 
and venison cheesesteak? Consider it 
satiated. West Town’s latest bar/res- 
taurant hybrid, Frontier, opened last 
weekend from the owners of The Pony in 
Lakeview and Lotties Pub in Bucktown. 


A quick look at the menu— filled with 
unusually gamey eats and fun twists on 
classic cocktails— is all it takes to realize 
that this bar is a much more food-fo- 
cused venture. Though there’s still more 
coming soon (look for a beer garden this 
spring), we stopped in to see how things 
had gotten started. 




No, you aren’t seeing things ... that’s a 

bear above the bar. The 6 -foot-tall stuffed 
grizzly is a front-and-center reminder of 
Frontier’s mountain lodge theme, which 
comes into play in the carnivore-heavy 
menu and wood-and-wrought-iron decor. 
It’s also mildly terrifying. 

We’d like to hear ... a little less angst 
coming from the speakers next time. 
Dashboard Confessional didn’t exactly 
add to the “lodge” atmosphere. And really, 
is there any setting in which hearing the 
Goo Goo Dolls’ “Iris” twice in the same 
evening is acceptable? If Frontier plans to 
fully commit to the theme, it will need to 
get some more red meat-inspired musical 
selections. And no, that Sheryl Crow track 
didn’t count. 


Your vegetarian friends ... may want 
to eat before they make it to Frontier. A 
few veg-friendly options include white 
bean hummus ($7), goat cheese and beet 
salad ($9), Caesar salad ($8) and a handful 
of sides and desserts. 

We were disappointed ... with the 

food we tried. The duck tacos ($10 for 
three) were bland, despite a healthy smear 
of salsa verde and cilantro. The lamb spare 
ribs ($14) suffered from a similar problem, 
with a bitter, charred flavor overpower- 
ing the chimichurri sauce. The simple 
beef sliders were tasty, but at $8 for two, 
they were painfully overpriced. We’ll be 
back to give them another try for brunch, 
which boasts dishes such as fried rabbit & 
waffles ($12) and toffee pancakes ($9).

But they make up for it with ... a solid 

drink menu. Sixteen draft beers range 
from $4 (Miller Lite) to $8 (Delirium 
Tremens) with around 30 bottles, cans 
and large-format beers rounding out 
the menu. Rather be sipping some vino? 
More than 20 varieties are available by 
the bottle or glass. 


We still can’t believe ... that “Spit Roasted 
Carcass” is an item on the menu. If you’re 
going to ask patrons to spend $500 on a 
whole animal (and sides), at least have the 
courtesy to downplay the intrinsic savageness 
of the order. We hereby add “carcass” to our 
imaginary list of words we’d be happy never 
to see on a menu. 


Don’t leave without trying ...the 

basil gimlet ($8). A minimalist mix of 
Hendrick’s gin, basil simple syrup and 
lime juice, garnished with a basil leaf, it’s 
refreshing with a punch fitting of its price 
tag. Also worth a sip: The High Noon 
($8), made with Plymouth Gin, creme 
de cassis and sparkling wine. Skip the 
nutmeg manhattan ($8), which doesn’t 
gain anything from the brown sugar or 
nutmeg flavors. 


Bottom 1 1 ne: If you’re going to tout your bar 
as food-focused, the food better shine. For 
now. Frontier’s eats fall short when it comes 
flavor and pricing. But thanks to a somewhat 
original theme, unusually gamey options and 
an already solid cocktail list, we’re certainly 
not counting it out yet.
